“Vladimir's disapppearance caus- 
ed much. speculation, as” he was 
‘one'of the adventurous -trio.who, 
jt will berecalled, set out on a trip 
to Tsingtao in a sampan at the 
end of August, but were discover- 
ed ‘defore’ they. had . proceeded 
very far. 'Valdimir’s companions 
subsequently” were restored’ to 
their anxious parents, but he him- 
self did not put in an appearance. 
For over two weeks it was thought 
that, having” originally run away 
from home in an endeavour to 
find his step-father, Mr. J. A. 
Carleton, of whom it was known 
the lad was very fond, he: 
tontinued. on his journey by some’ 
other’ means. Mr, Carleton had 
been on a business trip to Peking, 
and the original venture was an 
effort to reach him. The missing 
youth was also a keen follower of 
adventure films and had ambitions 
of going to sea. 

It will be recollected that, when 
he and his two companions dis-

were notified, and thé next day the 
sampan was ‘noticed by a pilot on:

NEW MOVEMENT STARTING

buted. tothe farmers of the 
Transvaal, The leaflets which 
are headed “Buy Empire Goods” 


‘| state: 


“Great Britain ‘took’ 72.9. per 

cent. of the total export of our 
foodstuffs (including: maize) in 
1929; forming’ in South Africa 
largely depends on the export 
‘trade; the market in Great Britain 
ig absolutely vital to us and can- 
not .bé ‘replaced. A prosperous 
Great Britain is going to help to 
make a prosperous farming in- 
dustry im South’ Africa. 
“Play the game; buy British 
machinery ‘and implements,’ fen- 
cing material, tools, motor-cars, 
tyres, clothing. By buying British 
you are helping your own export 
trade and therefore helping your- 
self. Buy Empire goods.. 

This is only. one manifestation 
of a growing desire among South 
African producers to give 
ference. whenever possible 
British manufactured goods, and 
the-movement may extend to ber 
tha 
Union.
